He looked behind him and saw a 
great, yawning chasm where his camp 
had been. A large section of the ice 
had disappeared and in its Place was a 
lake of dark water from which black 
smoke arose.

Mrs, Elizabeth Feldman of 2223 Hick- 
Ory street believes that the body of a 
young woman found in the Mississippi 
River near-the mouth of the River des 
Peres at noon Friday is. that, of her 
daughter, Emma Feldman, 32 years old, 
who has been missing since Tuesday. 

‘“‘My daughter tried to kill herself be- 
fore,” sald Mrs. Feldman to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter at her home, “so 
when she did not return Tuesgay we 
feared that something had happened. 
She was very despopdent over her ill 
health, and: sorry because I took up 
Christian Science six years ago. She 
left home then.’ 

Emma Feldman persuaded her sister 
to leave home when the mother became 
a Christian Scientist. They said they 
would ‘stay longer because’ of — their 
mother’s desertion of -the) Lutheran 
faith, the family’s religion’ for many 
generations. 

Since that time Rosetta Feldman, the 
sister has been living in Colorade and 
Emma Feldman had been living with 
a married sister and a brother. From 
time to <¢ 7 Emma Feldman visited her 
mother. younger sister, Bertie, was 
the only relative left in the home with 
the mother. The father died a year be- 
fore the mother took up Christian Sci- 
ence. 

Emma Feldman returned to her 
mother’s home Tuesday and sald she 
was homesick and méant to stay wiih 
her. Her mother was overjoyed, but 
she said that her daughter seemed des- 
pondent and in very poor health. Half 
an hour after she had arrived at he- 
home she left, saying she was goinz 
shopping. That was the last seen 4f 
the young woman:by her mother. 

Relatives of Miss Feldman reported 
her disappearance to the police Wednes- 
day night, after she had been away 
from her home 24 hours. 

They described her as being 22 yeare 
old and sald that she had dark brown 
hair and wore a tan jacket and a black 
skirt when she left home. 

These points tally with the déscription 
of the body found in the river. 

The drowned woman also wore a 
white shirtwaist, black open-work stock - 
ings and a lace collar. All of these de- 
tails are found: in. the. police report 
telling of the disappearance of Miss 
Feldman. 

The point where:the body was found 
is in Carondelet near the city limits. 
It has not been determined whether 
the young woman was. drowned in the 
Mississippi River or in’ the Des Peres, 
which empties into the Mississippi River 
at that point. 

Hurried examination by the police re- 
vealed no marks of violenee on the body.

Workmen Told to Quit. 

‘For two hours after Mr. Harriman 
had breathed his last the hundreds of 
workmen engaged on the unfinished 
parts of the mansion labored as usual, 
little suspecting that their employer 
was lying dead within a few yards of 
them. Had they been told to cease work 
when he died at 1:30 p. m., suspicions 
that something was wrong would im- 
mediately have been aroused. 

It was nearly 4 p. m. when a page 
ifrom the house came out on the lawn 
and to the nearest group of workmen 
said: 

“You may all quit work. Mr. Harr 
man is dead.” 

The page also hunted up C. F. Ford, 
the superintendent of the Harriman 
place and told him the news. 

Ford immediately sent out directions 
for all the workmen to pack their 
tools and assemble at the head of the 
inclined road. There they were quickly 
taken down in cars, after leaving which 
they dispersed gloomily to their homes. 
In reply to their inquiries when they 
should return, Ford said: “Not until 
you are' called. Perhaps not for a

It is said that the work of completing 
the house and the laying out of the 
grounds is Hkely to be conducted un- 
der the supervision of Mr. Harriman’s 
eldest unmarried daughter, Mary, who 
always has taken a deep interest in 
what she knew to be one of the dearest 
wishes of her father’s heart. 

Fearing, however, that the gigantic

PRICES ADVANCE IN PARIS, 
AMERICANS BUYING LARGELY 


PARIS, Sept. 10. —Although the Paris 
Bourse for several days has been hang- 
ing anxiously on news on the condition 
of E. H. Harriman, the announcement 
of the financier’s death did not create 
a Shock. Prices opened steady, in sotne 
cases showing fmprovement over yes- 
terday’s. close. 

Among French financiers, Mr. Harri- 
man's immense power’ and capacity 
were widely recognized, but the general 
feeling is today that the United States 
is so rich in resources and its produc- 
tive capacity is so great that the death 
of one man, no matter how far-reaching 
his interests, will not stop the onward 
march of the country’s prosperity.

Repur- 
chasing by the bears who had sold 
short’on the chance of Mr. Harriman's 
dying and buying on American account, 
however, soon brought the market to a 
much higher level. Union Pacific, after 
being 197% ex-dividend, rose to ‘199%. 
United States Steel common changed 
hands between 7% and 77%, extra 
dividend, and then reached 79%. South- 
ern Pacific went from 124 to 125%.

The first case of pellagra ever diag- 
nosed in Missouri is now at the City 
Hospital. Mrs. Christina Jerovitch, a 
widow, 55 years old, of 4253 North Broad- 
way, is the sufferer. Supt. Kirchner of 
the City Hospital says he does not think 
he can be mistaken in his diagnosis. 

Mrs. Jerovitch has been ill a month. 
She arrived at the hospital Thursday 
evening. The symptoms of pellagra are 
shriveled skin, yellow color of the skin 
and insomnia. Mrs. Jerovitch has all 
the symptoms. She is very restless, de- 
| pressed mentally and sleeps with great 
difficulty. She does not speak English, 
although che came te this country from 
Germany several years ago. An inter- 
preter was cbtained to question her 
about her illness. 

Pelagra was discovered in America by 
Dr. William Osler, reputed “old-age 
ehloroform advocate,’’ when he was on 
the staff of ‘the Philadelphia Hospital. 
Pelagra is a European disease. It is 
asually found among the lower classes 
end is believed to be a result of im- 
proper nutrition. Dr. Osler thought fer- 
mented maize probably was responsible 
for many cases. He first wrote of pela- 
gra in the United States in 1835. 

The Marine Hospital Corps did con- 
siderable research work after Dr. Osler 
published his experiences and observa- 
tions and found several hundred cases 
of pellagra in the South and more in Il- 
inois. Mrs. Jerovitch, the St. Louis pa- 
tient, lived in Illinois for a time before 
coming to St. Louis several months ago. 

It is believed that many insane asylum 
patients are really sufferers from pel- 
lagra, as the insomnia which accom- 
panies the disease often results in a 
destruction of the sufferer’s reason.

TRUSTEESHIP EXPECTED 


Friends Think He Stipulated 
That Property Be Held 
Intact for Years. 





NEW YORK, Sept. 1¢.—Zstimates of 
E. H. Harriman’s wealth ranged today 
all the way from $50,000,000 to $200,000,00. 
Those most likely to have the best in- 
formation said it was probably in the 
neighborhood of $100,000,000, and that it 
consists chiefly of railroad stocks and 
bends. 

Mr. Harriman was a large owner of 
securities of the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific system, of the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fe road, Balti- 
more & Ohio, Illinois Central, New York 
Central, the Erie, Delaware & Hudson, 
Pacific Mail Steamship Co., Brook! 
Rapid Transit, and of the Welle wathe: 
Express Co. 

He was credited with being the larg- 
est individual stockholder in the last 
named corporation, which recently ac- 
quired virtual monopoly of the express 
business in Mexico. 

Mr. Harriman’s real estate holdings 

are supposed to be less than $5,000,000 in 
value, his chief property being the 
estate at Arden. 
What disposition Mr. Harriman made 
of his property can enly be conjectured. 
The only charity he was known to be 
deeply interested in was a boys’ club 
on the East Side, to which he gave a 
$25,000 home. 

It is the belief of Mr. Harriman’s as- 
-sociates—but they are not in a position 
to make the statement as fact—that 
sometime ago when he realized the 
probability of his disease terminating 
fatally he trusteed all of his security 
holdings with the stipulation that they 
be held intact for a period of years. 
This would prevent them being thrown 
upon the market st any time in the 
near future. 

He was president of 16 great corpora- 
tions and a director of trustee of 27 
others. He was president and director

Personality Little Known. 

While Mr. Harriman’s name was 
known throughout the world, his per- 
sonality was largely a mystery, be- 
cause Of his unobtrusiveness. He sel- 
dom appeared in public. He was a little 
man, not imposing physically, but his 
slight frame was a wiry one, with a 
nervous, aggressive, commanding way 
of moving about. His big eyes behind 
the spectacles and the high forehead be- 
longed to a giant, and those who inter- 
viewed him soon ceased to see any- 
thing else. 

He cared little for his personal ap- 
pearance. His favorite garb was a bag- 
gy sult and a slouch hat pulled down 
over his eyes. Although the financier 
appeared to be always deeply engrossed 
in his vast business affairs, he found 
time occasionally for an expression of 
humor. 

“Now that I have the financial fol- 
lowing which goes with success,” he 
once said quietly, “I- don’t have so 
much trouble to get the money to carry 
out my ideas; but I like Oppositien. It 
develops one.”’ 

Hill Called Him «ma.» 

Following his well-known financial 
battle with James J. Hill over the 
Northern Pacific matter, Mr. Harriman 
came upon a picture of Mr. Hill in a 
mazazine and he said, with a twinkle 
in his eye. 

“Anyway, he calls me Eq.” 

It was Mr. ,Harriman’s boast that 
there Was no stock ticker in the Union 
Pacific offices in New York. He said 
it was the other-feliows who, hanging 
over the tickers, wondered what he was 
going to do next. 

Mr. Harriman worked {tp his offices 
only four days.a week, and then he was 
there from 9 o'clock tn the morning 
until late in the evering During those 
days neither Mr. Harriman or any of 
the officials or employes &te lunch.

The lowest temperature mentioned by 
Peary as being encountered to the 
eighty-eighth parallel was 50 degrees 
below zero. He does net say. whether 
this was centigra‘ie or Fahrenheit. 
Americans as a rule use the Fahren- 
heit system. Cook reported that at the 
pol- he found the temperature to be 8 
P degrees below zero, Fahrenheit. 

The complete story of how Peary 
found the pole will not be given to the 
world until he reaches: a port which has 
eable capacity rer handling a longer 
story. This may not be for another 24 
hours. 

a Peary Found No Terrttory. 

Peary’s narrative as published in the 
London Times is broken off at his ar- 
rival at the eighty-elghth parallel. Thus 
far ih his story he has made ne men- 
tion of having discovered land in the 
hitherto unexplored regions of the Far 
North. 

In the first statement of Dr. Cook, as 
published in the Paris edition of the 
Herald, he was quoted as saying that he 
was proud of the fact that he had added 
30,000 square miles of land to the posses- 
sions of the United States. 

Those who still seek to pick flaws in 
Cook’s narrative point out that Peary 
does not corroborate the existence of 
any such body of land near the pole.

Mr. Curtiss won the 
International Gordon Bennett Aviation 
cup at the great tournament at Rheims 
two wecks ago. Mr. Latham is con- 
sidered the most spectacular driver of 
aeroplanes in the world and holds the 
record for the longest flight, and Mr. 
Farman holds the record for the longest 
flight across country. The interest in 
a pupil of M. Bleriot would be in the 
machine of the type in which the 
Frenchman made his trip across the 
English Channel.

Four cases of tetanus from rusty 
nails have been received at the City 
hospital in two days. The last was 
John Koenig, 38 years old, of 2520 De 
Kalb street, who was taken there at 
5 p. m.

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LIQUOR DEALERS 
CLUBS WILL GD 


Governor Promises Commit- 
tee He Will Abolish Lid- 
Lifting Resorts. 





A promise that lid clubs will be abol- 
ished in St. Louis was made by Gov. 
Hadley to a committee of the Retail 
Liquor Dealers’ Association at a con- 
ference at the Southern Hotel Friday 
mornings The dealers called on the Gov- 
ernor to“ask him to take this action. 

The dealers told the Governor they 
objected to the continued existence of 
the lid clubs because of their immunity 
from taxation, betause of their viola- 
tions of the Sunday and night closing 
laws, and because they, with these 
privileges, made serious inroads into the 
licensed saloon business. 

The Governor said he took a similar 
view of the question and that he ex- 
pected, through Excise Commissioner 
Caulfield, to rid St. Louis of the clubs. 

The committee comprised Henry Stahl- 
mann, Henry Eberhardt, Carl Brohr and 
Mr. Alfeldt. f 

Excise Commissioner Caulfield already 
has asked the Chief of Police for a list 
of all lid clubs in the city and has inti- 
mated that should breweries sell to 
these clubs he will punish the breweries 
by refusing to issue licenses to the sa- 
loons that handle beer made by the of- 
fending brewers. By that means he 
hopes to eliminate the lid clubs. 

Neither the Governor nor the liquor 
dealers who conferred with him would 
say whether that particular method of 
fighting the lid clubs was discussed at 
the conference.

In one of the business offices of this city there 
hangs, or formerly hung, this motto: 
Golden Minute; Ne Reward Offered—It Is Gone For- 
ever.” The author of the aforementioned legend is 
apparently so busy that it is a wonder that he 
takes time to breathe. Now I would not fer one mo- 
ment condone dawdling, but I know from experience 
that it is an intense nervous strain on one to be so 
rushed with work all day long as not te have even 
a minute or two to spare for conversation. It re- 


| lieves the nervous tension if one can take time occa- 


sionally to listen te a jeke and to indulge in a hearty 
laugh. Qne can also do better werk in the long 
run if he takes time to be cheerful. The faster and 
more unremitting the work the sherter the work- 
day the employe ought to have, and yét the very 
reverse of this is often sadly the case. A horse can 
race for a limited time without injury, but you make 
him race all day long and he will probably drop dead. 
So have people a limit to their endurance, as well 
as horses, and yet they are often given less consid- 
eration. Now I have been working in the business 
world for 12 years, and it is.my observation, al- 
though most of the men with whom I have been 
associated got well paid for their night work, 
none of them really wanted to work at night;

TRAVILLA WOULD USE OIL 
ON TELFORD AND MAGADAM 


Street Commissioner in Report 
Says It Would Be Cheaper 
Than Water. 


Street Commissioner Travilla in his 
annual report to the Board of Public 
Improvements recommends that oll be 
used instead of water for laying the 
dust on macadam and telford streets. 
He suggests the use of a heavy resi- 
duum oil which would become a binder 


and hold the road material together. 

He says the cost would be no greater 
than that of sprinkling with water, 
which is $500 a mile a year,*not count- 
ing the cost of the water. 

He also recommends that a municipal 
asphalt plant be established at a cost 
of $25,080, as contractors’ guarantees 
on a good many streets will soon ex- 
pire. The report shows that more new 
streets were constructed during the 
year than during any previous year.
